Londof, Dec. 15. -- General Sir 
Douglas Haig. who in November 
1914 was raised from the rank of 
lieutenant-general to general for 
distinguished service in the field, 
is to be commander-in-chief of the 
British forces in France and Bel- 
ginm, 

Annonncement was made tonight 
that General Aaig bad been ap- 
pointed. to succeed Field Marsbal 
Sir John French, who bas headed 
the expeditionary forces on the 
continent since the war began. 

Sir John French, at his own 
request, has been rolieved of the 
command of the British forces. 
He becomes commander-in-chief 
of the armies in the United King- 
dom, and for his sixteen months’ 
services at the front has been cre- 
ated viscouut of Uuited Kingdom. 


EUROPE SCOFFS AT 
HENRY FORD 
AND HIS PEACE ARK 


The Hague, via London, lec. 
12.--Neither encouragement, rec- 
ognition, nor support in any 
shape ot form will be offered to 
the Ford peace party by the 
Netherlands government. 

Government officials, it was in- 
dicated, naturally noted the 
party’s departure and received a 
notification thereof from the 
leader, but no reply was _for- 
warded. No opposition will, how- 
ever, be placed in the way of, 
the party’s landing in Holland, 
but should the activities of its 
members become embarrassing 
while here they will, in all prob- 
ability, be requested to trans- 
fer their headquarters to other 
than Dutch territory. 

The impression, prevails that 
the general public and the press 
are inclined to regard the Ford 
party without the slightest in- 
terest, as the opinion is widely 
prevalent here that peace will 
not be achieved by the efforts 
of pacificists, but as a resfilt of 
hard fought battles, in which 
one‘antagonist succumbs 


Stockholm, via london, Dec. 
12.—Henry Ford’s peace mission 
is regarded, by the Swedish 
press as a_ novelty which will 
have no chance to intervene in 
the cause of peace. ‘No acknowl- 
edgement of the mission, :t is 
stated, will be made by the 
Swedish authorities and _ the 
American legation has taken no 
notice of it. 


Edinburgh, Dec. 12.—‘‘ At this 
moment there is coming over a 
vessel fraught with peace,’’ said 
the Earl of Rosebery, the former 
prime minister, in a_ speech here 
tonight.

Germany Ready for 


Peace 


Berlin, Dec. 16 So long as un 


controlled hatred of Germany and 
belief that Germany is approach 
ing a

to take the initiative in propos 
ing terms of peace. Germany, 
however, 1s ready at any time 
to consider a peace suggestion 
from the countries with which 
she is at war; does not wish a 
continuation of the war, and cis 
sociates herself under these cit 
cumstances, from any respo.isi 
bility for its prolongation. 

This is the substance of t he 
German imperial chancellor's re 
ply to the Socialist interpella 
tion on peace, in which he paint 
ed a picture of Germany tri 
umphant on all sides and sip 
plied with everything, even if not 
in abundance, necessary to the 
continuation of the war. 

The interpellation was intro 
duced by Dr. Scheidemann in the 
following terms : 

“Ts the imperial chancellor 
ready to give information as to 
the conditions under which he 
would be willing to enter into 


| peace negotiations ?’’ 


“Tf our enemies make peace }.ro 
posals compatible with Ger 
many’s dignity and safety,’’ said 
Dr. von Bethmann-Hollwey, 
“then we shall always be ready 
to distuss them.

Taking them as they come: Here a 
whotestie dealer in Frankfort-on-Main 
Wants large consignments of wooden 
boot soles. He will pay cash for im- 
mediate delivery. ‘he presumption is 
that leather sotes are growing scarce. 

The number of substitutes (ersatz) 
that are offered for gale is surprising. 
Artificial jam and marmalace are fre 
quently advertised. A chemical face 
tory in Dresden offers to supply fif- 


| teen tons of the stult every week and 


seeks travellers to push it. But one ig 
not told what the artificial jam is. 

A substitute for whipped cream igs 
advertised by another chemical fac 
tory in Berlin. The sale cf the real 
is forbidden, and this enter- 
prising chemist states that bis ‘goods’ 


have been tried in one of the largest 
and best cafes in Berlin “with pril- 
Nant success.” He a irms there is 


neither cream, milk or butter in his 
preparation, no chemicals, only pure, 

products. ‘ne manufacture 
of it is “surprisingly simple and. much 
cheaper than cream.”, He is doing a 
roaring business, he says, im cafes, 
hotels and restaurants and bakeries.

And yet this is what “Kul- 
met" professes to be. There is no 
alcohol in it. It has a pleasant remijn- 
iscent taste of malt and is the color 
of the best Munich beer. When pour- 
ed out.it - produces a beautiful white 
frotl /and “has already been sold in 
quantities to military canteens, hos- 
pitals and jails, also to military pris- 
where it is highly es- 
teemed,.”

or another or not, with the right} 
to decide by vote as to. which’ 
state they should belong.

NO CONSCRIPTION IN 
CANADA 


In his address at Vancouver, 
on Tttesday, the Hon. Robert 
emphatically declared 
that mot only was there no 
thought of conscription in Can 
ada, but that it would never be 
necessary, not even in a war 
like the present, in which Can- 
ada’s participation in it must 
be outside our own borders. In 
the first place, recruiting in Can- 
wda has been of a mature and 
extent as to do away with any 
necessity for conscription ; and, 
in the second place, there are 
constitutional and national con- 
siderations involved which would 
act as a decided deterrent a- 
gainst Great Britain consenting 
to conscription in the colonies. 
Every once in a while some 
over-zealous patmot in ths coun- 
try gets pessimistic and comes 
out in favor of conscription in 
Canada, possitdy without having 
given sufhcrent thought to the 
very things that will not only 
render conscription mot neces 
sary, but will make it impossi- 
ble in Canada. Irrespective of 
what measures may be found ex- 
pedient in the British Isles, Brit 
ain will win this war ; and when 
it is all over it will be ne of 
the proudest boasts of the Em- 
pire that of the hundreds of 
thousands of men from the col 
omes who helped win it, not a 
single man was prompted to 
join the armies of those colonies 
through compulsion. 


HERE’S A POSER 


One of the most outstanding 
tributes to the sagacity of Presi. 
dent Wilson has come in the 
praise given by Edmund D. JIul- 
burt, a Chicago banker, to the 
federal reserve bank scheme, in- 
troduced by the president, not 
so many months ago as an aid 
to counteract the periodic tend- 
ency in United States financial 
circles to contract credits. 

At a gathering of the Western 
Economic society Mr. Hulbert 
stated that from his observation 
of the operation of the reserve 
bank, act, had the system teen 
in operation in the States in 
August, 1914, there would have 
been no suspension of payments.

BRITISH COLUMBIA’S TIMBER 


British Columbia 
timber 


is in the 
growing business on an 
immense scale. Careful investi- 
gation by the Provincial Forest 
Service shows that the Province 
has over 100,000,000 acres of 
land not suited for agriculture, 
but splendidly adapted for ygrow- 


ing the best of timber. The 
government has, therefore, plan- 
ned to raise timber perpetually 


on this land. After all a tree is 
nothing more or less than a 
vegetable which requires mary 
years instead of one to ripen, 
and a forest is only a kind of 
crop that takes a century to 
grow. With so much of its area 
occupied by forests, and with 
lumbering already its greacest 
industry, it is not strange that 
British Columbia should be the 
first province to adopt systema- 


tic timber farming. A govern- 
ment department charged with 
carrying out this work was es- 


tablished in 1912. 
were protected 


The forests 
against destrpc- 
tion by fire, while revenue col- 
lection, the selling and scaling 
of timber, the prevention of tres- 
pass and inspection of logying 
operations to reduce waste, were 
thoroughly organized. 

An'inventory of the forests of 
the entire province was also com- 
menced in order to find out how 
much timber could be cut ezch 
year without injuring the forests. 
The investigation showed that 
the Province contained 100,000,- 
000 acres of forest land, and 
about. 400 billion feet of mer- 
chantable timber. The forests, 
moreover, are producing annual- 
ly about five billion feet of new 
timber. Since at present only a 
billion and a-half feet are cut 
each year it is evident that the 
harvest can safely be increased 
several times over; that, in 
fact, an immense amount of tim- 
ber is actually going to waste. 
It is exactly as if the farmers 
on the prairies could find a mar- 
ket for only a_ third of. their 
wheat crop. 

A knowledge of these facts 
;showed the British Columbia 
|Government that it must obtain 
{markets for its complete wood 
crop. After studying the timber 
markets of the world, the gov- 
ernment is now taking steps to 
increase its trade in lumber with 
‘the United Kingdom, Australia, 
and New Zealand, South Africa, 
and other countries which fave 
not enough timber of their own. 
The prairie provinces, however, 
are the largest market for Brit- 
ish’ Columbia forest products. 
The British Columbia Govern- 
ment is now working to develop 
| this market to the full. To give 
the best possible service to 
prairie farmers, who are among 
the largest consumers of B.C. 
lumber, the government has pre- 
| pared, in co-operation with the 
University of Saskatchewan, a 
series of bulletins on farm build 
ings, which are designed to make 
it as easy as possible for the 
|farmer to plan and erect tis 
} buildings. Similar methods are 
being adopted in Eastern Can 
ada, where there is a good mar 
ket for heavy timbers and high 
|grade lumber; products from B.C 
By establishing a commercial 
service in every market and. ly 
systematic publicity work, Brit 
ish Columbia will secure mar&ets 
for its full wood crop, and thus 
jput its Vast forest operations on| 
jas stable a basis as the yrain-| 
growing industries on which the 
prairie provinces depend |

bayonet. 

“On the morning of December 


7th the Bulgarians attacked a- 
gain, and by weight of superior 
numbers, drove our troops cut 
of their position. Under cover 
ot darkness the troops were 
withdrawn to a new line. Re- 
ports as to our losses have not 
heen received. 

“On December &th the British 
troops successfully repulsed all 
attacks, and in the evening they 
were withdrawn to a new }posi- 
tion in order to conform with 
the general alignment.” 

A despatch to Reuter’s Tele 
graph Company, from British 
headquarters in Macedonia, sent 
under date of December &th, 
says: 

“The Bulgarian attacks during 
the past two or three days have 
been more serious than were c¥- 
iginally reported. The Bulgir- 
ians show constantly increasing 
strength, and seem to be well 
supplied with artillery, © which 
keeps up a constant fire. 


“Like the Germans, the bul- 
garians deluge their objective 
with shell-fire before attacking 
with infantry. 

“Since Monday the British 


lines have engaged the principal | 


share of their attention, and te-' 


fore the superior strength of the 
enemy our outposts are gradual- 
ly falling back to the main po- 
sition. Some hand to nand 
fighting has occurred. ; 
“The .few Bulgarian prisouers 
taken declare they have no wish 
to fight against the entente al- 
lies, but are anxious to meet the 
Greeks, and wipe out old scores. 


“As the lines of the entente 
allies contract upon the Greek 
frountier the problem of the 


Greek government . becomes more 
and more acute. 

“The French withdrawal to 
Demir-Kapu was most orderly.

London, Dec. 9.—Having ar- 
rived too late to prevent the :n-
